Record Searches and Standard Search Policy. The Record/Information Dissemination Section (RIDS) searches for 
reasonably described records by searching systems, such as the Central Records System (CRS), or locations where responsive 
records would reasonably be found. The CRS is an extensive system of records consisting of applicant, investigative, 
intelligence, personnel, administrative, and general files compiled by the FBI per its law enforcement, intelligence, and 
administrative functions. The CRS spans the entire FBI organization, comprising records of FB] Headquarters, FBI Field Offices, 
and FBI Legal Attaché Offices (Legats) worldwide; Electronic Surveillance (ELSUR) records are included in the CRS. The 
standard search policy is a search for main entity records in the CRS.

FBI Records. Founded in 1908, the FBI carries out a dual law enforcement and national security mission. As part of this dual 
mission, the FBI creates and maintains records on various subjects; however, the FBI does not maintain records on every 
person, subject, or entity. 


Foreseeable Harm Standard. As amended in 2016, the Freedom of Information Act provides that a federal agency may 
withhold responsive records only if: (1) the agency reasonably foresees that disclosure would harm an interest protected by one 
of the nine exemptions that FOIA enumerates, or (2) disclosure is prohibited by law (5 United States Code, Section 
552(a)(8)(A)(i)). The FBI considers this foreseeable harm standard in the processing of its requests. 


Requests for Criminal History Records or Rap Sheets. The Criminal Justice Information Services (CJIS) Division provides 
Identity History Summary Checks — often referred to as a criminal history record or rap sheet. These criminal history records 
are not the same as material in an investigative “FBI file.” An Identity History Summary Check is a listing of information taken 
from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, federal employment, naturalization, or 
military service.

YOUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE=CHICAGO, Also 
known as Young Socialist Supporters, 
University Young Socialists 


A source advised in late November, 1959, that the 
Young Socialist Alliance-Chicago (YSA=-C), formerly known as 
Young Socialist Supporters, had its origin in a series of 
informal discussions held in Chicago prior to June, 1959, 
among individuals who were close to the Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP). 


The YSA-C as of November, 1959, proclaimed itself 
to be a city-wide revolutionary youth organization designed 
to build socialism in America and aimed toward youth on college 
campuses in the Chicago area and as being independent of all 
adult groupings. 


According to a second source in May, 1963, the YSA-C, 
also known as the University Young Socialists, was considered 
the youth group of the Chicago Branch SWP and affiliated with 
the national organization of the YSA in New York. The YSA=-C 
officers as of May, 1963, were current members or sympathizers 
of the Chicago SWP. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450.

YOUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE 


The May, 1960, issue of the "Young Socialist’ (YS), 
page 1, column 3, disclosed that during April 15-17, 1960, a 
national organization entitled "The Young Socialist Alliance" 
(YSA), was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. This - 
issue stated that this organization was formed by the nation- 
wide supporter clubs of the publication YS. 


The above issue, page 6, set forth the Founding 
Declaration of YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA 
recognizes the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) as the only 
existing political leadership on class struggle principles, 
and that the supporters of the YS have come into basic 
political solidarity with the SWP on the principles of 
revolutionary socialism. 


A source advised on May 6, 1963, that the original 
YSA was an organization formed during October, 1957, in New 
York City by youth of various left socialist tendencies, 
particularly members and followers of the SWP. The leaders 
of this group were the guiding forces in the establishment of 
the national organization. 


The source further advised on May 6, 1963, that the 
YSA is dominated and controlled on a national basis by the SWP 
through having SWP members comprise exclusively the National 
Executive Committee (NEC) and through an official SWP repre- 
senative at all YSA NEC meetings.

headquarters, 704 Hennepin Avenue, Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
as a featured speaker on November 29, 1963. DeBerry 

yy spoke on the crisis in the Negro leadership since the 

Birmingham incident. He claimed that no one was doing 

anything for the Negroes but that the Negro must keep up 

the fight. He stated that the Freedom Now Party was being 
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started by Negro people and that everyone should band 
together and support the Freedom Now Party and let the 
Negroes decide their own fate. The informant advised at 
that time DeBerry was on national tour in behalf of the 
National Office of the SWP, being a Party member from 
New York City. During his visit to the Minnesota area, 
he also spoke on several campuses and with a Mr. King in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, concerning the Freedom Now Party. 


On December 24, 1963, MP T-1 advised that 
the Freedom Now Party in the Minnesota area was only in 
the conversational stages, that there was no indication 
that any organization actually existed or that the 
exponents or advocates of this movement or Party had 
ever met locally. 


This same source advised-on April 25, 1964, 
that a public meeting was sponsored by the SWP at Party 
headquarters in Minneapolis, Minnesota, on the night of 
April 24, 1964. 


The principal speaker at this meeting was 
Clifton DeBerry who was on national tour for the SWP, 
inasmuch as he is the SWP candidate for the office of 
President of the United States. During his talk, DeBerry 
spoke on the role of the Negroes in the 1964 election. 
DeBerry stated that a vote for him would be a vote for 
the Freedom Now Party, as well as better jobs, schools 
and education, 
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This same source advised on May 1, 1964, that 
at that time there was no known existing organizational 
structur Freedom Now Party. Informant pointed

Through various sources during August, 1964, 
information was received that an undated and unsigned 
letter captioned "Freedom Now” had been distributed in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota.

They are 
afraid the black man is going to take his place as 
controller of the white mans country....Already in 

the south and the east his helmeted, club weilding 
police are trying to beat and torture our black 
brethern back into submission to his slavery and 
degradation. The Wallacites and the Birchites are 
coming out into the open now that they have their 
Racist Goldwater running on the white supremicst 
republican platform for President. They cannot win. 
Even if they got every white man to vote for him 

our people will not be denied their just demands. 

100 years of slavery at the end of the white mans 
whip must be paid for even if it is paid for in 

biood. The white mans blood. Negro demands for 

more jobs, better houses and more pay and equality 
are only the beginning. Until we are paid for what 
we have coming after serving the white man for 
centunies we must be ready to fight and die. The 
white man is scared. As Rev. Adam Clayton Powell 
said, ‘The white man is on the run. Lets keep him 
that way.' But as long as the white man controls 

the police and the dogs and the fire hoses he will 
fight to keep the black man in slavery. Jessee Grey, 
who led the Harlem rent strike, told our people in 
New York: ‘There is only one thing that can correct 
this situation, and that's guerrilla warfare.' The 
white man is scared. That is why Jessee Gray has been 
arrested and is being held in a New York jail. 

Even the white politicians who talk so much about civil 
rights do it because they are scared of the black man. 
Let's keep them that way. We have fewer people in 
Minneapolis and St. Paul than we need but we know 

our friends in other cities are fighting our fight there 
too. The words on the posters of the National 
Committee for Freedom Now Party must become our battle 
cry: ‘OUR AFRICAN BROTHERS HAVE SHOWN US THE WAY. 
NOW SOMETHING WILL BE DONE ON AN ENOURMOUS SCALE. 
THERE'S GOING TO BE MURDER. EQUAL OPPORTUNITY IS NOT 
ENOUGH....TAKE OUR FREEDOM. FREEDOM NOW.' 
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"The police in all the northern cities including 
this one always beat and torture negros when they 
arrest them and it will always be that way until 
we throw off the white man's chains around our 
necks.

And they will 
get scared of the black man when the black man 
gives him something to be scared about. 


"Every black man in Minneapolis must realize there 
is no way he can allow himself to work with the 
white man without becoming the white mans slave. 
He can have freedom only if he is willing to kill 
for it. Any black man worthy of being called black 
must join the fight. No matter what the white man 
says about helping you he is lying and he knows it. 
Some are just worse than others. If you don't think 
Racist Goldwater is dangerous just read what Rev. _ 
Stanley King of Sabathani Baptist Church said about 
him, 'He is a threat to the nation. He want's to 
make America a white man's country for whites only.

"Cecil Newman, owner of the Spokesman and Recorder, 
newspapers published for the Negro communities of f 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, said the damage was discovered if 
at 6 a.m. today when his printing foreman came to work. 


"The rocks had been tossed through the two front 
windows of the newspaper office. No other damage was 
reported, 


"On the posters, said Newman, were pencilled words, 
‘Uncle Tom, White Man Lover, and Gunga Din.' 


"Newman said that in last week's edition of the 
papers he had carried editorials stating that black 
nationalism groups who advocated hatred of white persons 
‘were no better than the Ku Klux Klan.' 


"The vandalism will have no effect on his editorial 
position, Newman said. 


"The Freedom Now Party was formed a year ago in 
New York and was announced as an all- he political 
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party. Acting chairman of a national committee 
to form the party was Conrad J. Lynn, New York 
City. 


"Negro leaders in Minneapolis said today 
that as far as they know no local headquarters 
of such a party had been opened in the Twin Cities. 
One car, bearing Illinois license plates, was seen in 
the Twin Cities recently bearing a bumper sticker 
reading ‘Support Freedom Now Party. ue 


advised on Aacust 31, 1964, that ~ bo 

he regarded the rock throwing incident as a response to DIC 
his editorial the previous week in condemning the Black 
Nationalist groups. He informed that during the time he 
has been editor of the "Minneapolis Spokesman," on at 
least six occasions his offices have bee 
vandalism. He reported that the attack 

was no doubt part of a series of incidents which 
occurred on the night of August 30, 1964. On this occasion, 
the Minneapolis Police Department raided a social affair 
held at the Andrews Hotel in downtown Minneapolis. A 
number of prostitutes, panderers and dope addicts were 
arrested. In connection with these arrests and raid a 
number of Negroes and other hostile attendants at the social 
affair followed the police to the City Jail. On the way 
to the jail, several shop windows had been broken by 
members of the hostile group. id not regard this 
affair as having any political implications, nor a 
disturbance of a racial nature. He felt that many of 
the local prostitutes and panderers were dissatisfied 
with the current crackdown by the local police and were 
opposed to current unhealthy climate for prostitution 
and narcotics. He felt that certain members of this 
group saw an opportunity to claim police brutality and 
therefore the National Association for Advancement of 
Colored People group was dragged into the affair and certain 
people apparently saw an opportunity to create violence and 
hatred on a political basis. 


| _, _|stated that he is closely informed as to . be 
the nature and proceedings of various Negro : organizations bIC 
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in the Twin City area. He is quite confident that there 
is no local organizational structure as a Freedom Now 
Party. He felt that the Freedom Now stickers used in 
connection with the rock throwing incident were probably 
brought into the city by some outside hoodlum. He had 
heard that an Illinois car was seen in the Minneapolis 
area with such stickers, shortly prior to the incident. 


Curtis Chivers, Business Manager of the ‘Minneapolis 
Spokesman’, 3744 4th Avenue South, Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
and current president of the Minneapolis Chapter of the 
National Association for Advancement of Colored People, 
advised on September 3, 1964, that he was not aware of 
any local group being organized as the Freedom Now Party. 


In regard to the recent rock throwing incident, 
he informed that about two weeks previous to that time, he 
saw an automobile with Illinois license @arrying a Freedom 
Now Party sticker. He also saw a Freedom Now leaflet in 
a local barber shop and upon making inquiry, learned that 
someone from Chicago had left it there. Chivers was of 
the opinion that the outburst of violence in connection with 
the raid by the local police at the Andrews Hotel on the 
night of August 30, 1964, was not a politically motivated 
incident. He had no information concerning the identity 
of the persons responsible for the rock throwing incident 
but had heard that a local Negro, Earthia Wiley, had been 
active in distributing racial hate literature and had 
been pushing the Freedom Now movement. Chivers had also 
heard that Earthia Wiley was with the group of Negro ~ 
persons who were involved in the arrest and raid at the 
_ Andrews Hotel. 


Chivers stated he was closely informedaf the 
political picture in the local Negro community and knew of 
no organized local Freedom Now Party. He was of the opinion 
that Earthia Wiley was a local hoodlum who was attempting 
to cover up his unlawful activity by claiming racial 
discrimination. 
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MP T-1, MP T-2, MP T-3 and MP T-4, all who are 
familiar with various phases of SWP activities in the Twin 
City area, advised on September 4, 1964, that there is 
no indication that the recent rock throwing incident: at _ 
the Minneapolis Spokeman's office on August 30, 1964, was 
in any way initiated or motivated by SWP influence. 

Each source advised that in recent weeks the local SWP 
has been absorbed in its own candidates seeking office; 
that the local Party has shown little concern for racial 
discrimination opportunities; and the Party has expressed 
no concern in recent weeks for a local Freedom Now Party.

A source advised on May 6, 1964, that the original 
YSA was an organization formed during October, 1957, in New York 
City by youth of various left socialist tendencies, particularly 
members and followers of the SWP.

(YS), page 1, column 3, disclosed that during April 15-17, 
1960, a national organization entitled "The Young Socialist 
Alliance" (YSA) was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 
This issue stated that this organization was formed by the 
nationwide supporter clubs of the publication YS, 


The above issue, page 6, set forth the Founding 
Declaration of YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA 
recognizes the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) as the only 
existing political leadership on class struggle principles, 
and that the supporters of the YS have come into basic 
political solidarity with the SWP on the principles of 
revolutionary socialism. 


A source advised on May 6, 1964, that the original 
YSA was an organization formed during October, 1957, in 
New York City by youth cf various left socialist tendencies, 
particularly members and followers of the SWP. The leaders 
of this group were the guiding forces in the establishment 
of the national organization. 


The source further advised on May 6, 1964, 
that the YSA is dominated and controlled on a national 
basis by the SWP through having SWP members comprise 
exclusively the National Executive Committee (NEC) and 
through an official SWP representative at all YSA NEC 
meetings. The YSA, in reality, is the youth and training 
section of the SWP and the main source of new SWP members. 


The headquarters of the YSA are located in 
Room 631, 41 Union Square West, New York City. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450. 


APPENDIX 
EMERGENCY CIVIL LIBERTIES COMMIENTIES 


The Guide to Subversive Organizations and 
Publications prepared and released by the Committee on 
Un-American Activities, U.S. House of Representatives, 
revised and published December 1, 1961, reflects the 
following information: 


1. "The Emergency Civil Liberties Committee is 
an organization with headquarters in New York, whose avowed 
purpose is to abolish the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities and discredit the FBI. * * * The committee finds 
that the Emergency Civil Liberties.Committee, established 
in 1951, although representing itself as a non-Communist 
group, actually operates as a front for the Communist Party, 
Tt has repeatedly assisted, by means of funds and legal aid, 
Communists involved in Smith Act violations and similar legal 
proceedings. Oreof its chief activities has been and still 
is the dissemination of voluminous Communist propaganda 
material." 


"Rrank Wilkinson was called as a witness when 
he appeared in Atlanta as a representative of the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee to propagandize against the Committee 
on Un-American Activities and to protest its hearings. In 
1956 Wilkinson was identified as a Communist Party member by 
a former FBI undercover agent within the party. Summoned at 
that time to answer the allegation, his reoly to all questions 
was, ‘ZI am answering no questions of this committee.' This 
also became his stock reply to questions when he appeared 
during the Atlanta hearings, * * * Wilkinson has since been 
convicted of contempt of Congress.and sentenced to one year 
in jail." 


"Disputing the non-Communist claim of the 
organization, the committee finds that a number of other 
individuals connected with the ECLC also have been identified 
under oath as Communists. * * *"

PLM 
was started about three years ago as a national organization 
located mainly in the New York and Buffalo areas, and he has 
been here since last July striving to organize PLM. He stated 
PLM has several publications, including "Progressive Labor,” 
a monthly, and the "Marxist-Leninist Quarterly." 


A second source advised on February 25, 1965, that 
the Bay Area Progressive Labor Movement (BAPLM) has no head- 
quarters. MORTIMER SCHEER, the Organizer for BAPLM, operates 
out of his residence, 2629 Acton Street, Berkeley, California. 
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PROGRESSIVE LABOR MOVEMENT, also known as 
Progressive Labor Party, "Progressive Labor" 


A source advised on July 2, 1962, that Progressive Labor 
groups held a conference in New York City on July 1, 1962, where 
MILTON- ROSEN acted as chairman. He read a statement at this con- 
ference setting forth their intention to form a new Marxist-Leninist 
party in the United States. ROSEN stated that a more formal organiza- 
tion was necessary, one which would provide a framework for all who 
wanted to join in a united effort to build an American vanguard. 

The forces of this new organization are to consolidate all existing 
forces around Progressive Labor and organize additional forces,

Revolutionary socialists don't 
care whether capitalism and racism are abolished 
by a single party or by a combination of parties, 
just so long as they are abolished. 


"The Negro struggle is the struggle 
of an oppressed minority for democratic rights, 
for equality.

"The general alliance between the la- 
bor movement and the Negro fighters for libera-

"of the working class represented by the Social- 
ist Workers Party. This is the primary task of 
ee in the present period of the Freedom Now 
movement . 


"The role of the Socialist Workers 
Party is to assemble and programmatically equip 
the forces that will lead the coming American 
revolution to abolish capitalism and racism. 


"The SWP agrees that the first task 
of Negroes is to organize themselves independently. 
But the Negro movement does not and cannot exist 
in isolation from other forces and conflicts at 
home and abroad. The broader perspective and con- 
cern of the SWP with the totality of social strug- 
gie is an invaluable asset. Its revolutionary 
activity in the labor and other mass movements 
provides a means of enlisting allies and neutral- 
izing potential enemies of the Negro movement in 
poth its present formative and its future stages, 
and of connecting class struggle with the Negro 
struggle in such a way as to strengthen both. 


"The present tasks of the SWP in con- 
nection with the Negro struggle for liberation are: 


"To provide, through the party leader-

routinism that hasn't changed in 25 years." 
Cruse declared that the FNP represents a firm 
organizational departure from "our" customary 
attempts to explain ourselves to white revolu- 
tionaries. "We are not begging white revolu- 
tionaries to understand us. What we mean is 
that we are creating the program for the 
Freedom Now Party not the Socialist Workers 
Party." Harold Cruse noted that the “Freedom 
Now” afbicle in the ISR indicated that the SWP 
did not really believe that the National 
Committee of the FNP was capable of creating 

a program for itself. He commented that the 

SWP "must have illusions of grandeur”. He 
stated that if there is any political party that 
is isolated in comparison to the Negro movement, 
it is the SWP.

A source advised in late November, 1959, that the 
Young Secialist Alliance~Chicago (YSA-C), formerly known as 
Young Socialist Supporters, had its origin in a series of 
informal discussions held in Chicago prior to June, 1959, 
among individuals who were close to the Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP). 


The YSA=-C as of November, 1959, proclaimed itself 
to be a city-wide revolutionary youth organization designed 
te build socialism in America and aimed toward youth on college 
campuses in the Chicago area and as being independent of all 
adult groupings.

YOUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE 


The May, 1960, issue of the "Young Socialist” (YS), 
page 1, column 3, disclosed that during April 15-17, 1960, a 
national organization entitled "The Young Socialist Alliance” 
(YSA), was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. This 
issue stated that this organization was formed by the nation- 
wide supporter clubs of the publication YS. 


The above issue, page 6, set forth the Founding 
Declaration of YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA 
recognizes the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) as the only 
existing political leadership on class struggle principles, 
and that the supporters of the YS have come into basic 
political solidarity with the SWP on the principles of 
revolutionary socialism. 


A source advised on May 6, 1963, that the original 
YSA was an organization formed during October, 1957, in New 
York City by youth of various left socialist tendencies, 
particularly members and followers of the SWP. The leaders 
of this group were the guiding forces in the establishment of 
the national organization. 


The source further advised on May 6, 1963, that the 
YSA is dominated and controlled on a national basis by the SWP 
through having SWP members comprise exclusively the National 
Executive Committee (NEC) and through an official SWP repre- 
senative at all YSA NEC meetings. The YSA, in reality, is the 
youth and training section of the SWP and the main source of 
new SWP members. 


The headquarters of the Young Socialist Alliance are 
located at 125 Fourth Avenue, New York City. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. Muhammad 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead 
the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of 
North America by establishing an independent black nation in the 
United States. Members following Muhammad's teachings and his 
interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no such thing as a 
Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, 
referred to as " white devils," in the United States; and that 
the white race, because of its exploitation of the so-called 
Negroes, must and will be destroyed in the approaching "War of 
Armageddon," 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including

This source also learned from a leading Communist 
Party (CP) member that this picket line was a tactic of the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) and that he suspects that this 
committee is strongly influenced nationally by the SWP. 


A second source arene | furnished a leaflet

The second source also advised on February 25, 1963, that

In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD has 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the "Nation of 
Islam" and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 


' On July 10, 1963, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); Muhammad's 
Temple of Islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960 MUHAMMAD 
and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD's organization 
on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" 
when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam." 


The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD claims to have 
been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 
Members following MUHAMMAD's teachings and his interpretation of the 
"Koran" believe there is no such thing as a Negro; that the so-called 
Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as "white devils," 
in the United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be destroyed in 
the approaching "War of Armageddon." 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe no 
allegiance to the United States. 
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On July 10, 1963, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious’ aspects 
of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic benefits to be 
derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI. This policy change, 
according to MUHAMMAD, would help him acquire additional followers 
and create more interest in his programs. 
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SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY 
CHICAGO BRANCH 


A source advised on May 6, 1963, that it was 
his understanding that the currently active Chicago Branch 
of the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) was one of the founding 
branches of the SWP at a 1938 Chicago Trotskyist Convention, 
and it follows the aims and principles of the SWP which 
maintains national headquarters in New York City. 


Members of the Chicago Branch serve on the SWP 
National Committee and per capita membership dues and a 
sustaining fund quota are sent by this branch on a monthly 
basis to SWP National Headquarters. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 
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WASHINGTON PARK FORUM, Also Known 
as Washington Park Cpen Forum 


A source advised on Jume 11, 1954, that the Washingten 
Park Forum (WPF) started in the 1930s as a spontaneous group of 
unemployed persons interested in discussing current events. In 
the late 1930s, the Communist Party (CP) penetrated and took 
over the WPF. From 1936 to 1940, the CP penetration was so great 
that it secured and maintained control of the WPF at that time. 


A second source advised in May, 1957, that the Chairman 
of the CP of Illinois expressed the need for the CP to regain 
control of the WPF which had recently been taken over by the 
Trotskyites. 


A third source advised on January 16, 1963, that the 
“purpose and objectives” set forth in the WPF constitution pub-~ 
lished im January, 1963, imclude the following: 


“Te discuss and educate on the issues of the day through 
presentation of speakers on different subjects, with free discussion 
by people in attendance at the forum; to aid im the realization 
of the Declaration of Imdepentence, ... to aid civil liberties and 
charitable organizations interested in expanding freedom .. .* 


A fourth source advised on April 3, 1963, that during 
1962 the CP was active in WPF using it as a platform to implement 
the CP program; however, there was no clear-cut comtrol of the 
WPF by the CP or any organization. 


Although the WPF Bresidentrecently expressed a desire 
to eliminate CP conmections with WPF, mo program has been initiated 
toward this end and because of its loose organizational structure, ~ 
WPF continues to be both susceptible and conducive to CP 
exploitation. * 

A fifth source advised om May 8, 1963 that the CP of 
Illinois leadership’s view on WPF is that although there is 
currently no special concentration om WPF and no CP representation 
at the executive level, the CP will continue to consider seeking 
speaking engagements, when appropriate, at the WPF meetings, 
especially for high CP officials. 
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YOUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE 


The May, 1960, issue of the "Young Socialist” (YS), 
page 1, column 3, disclosed that during April 15-17, 1960, a 
national organization entitled "The Young Socialist Alliance" 
(YSA), was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. This - 
issue stated that this organization was formed by the nation- 
wide supporter clubs of the publication YS. 


The above issue, page 6, set forth the Founding 
Declaration of YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA 
recognizes the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) as the only 
existing political leadership on class struggle principles, 
and that the supporters of the YS have come into basic 
political solidarity with the SWP on the principles of 
revolutionary socialism. 


A source advised on May 6, 1963, that the original 
YSA was an organization formed during October, 1957, in New 
York City by youth of various left socialist tendencies, 
particularly members and followers of the SWP. The leaders 
of this group were the guiding forces in the establishment of 
the national organization. 


The source further advised on May 6, 1963, that the 
YSA is dominated and controlled on a national basis by the SWP 
through having SWP members comprise exclusively the National 
Executive Committee (NEC) and through an official SWP repre- 
senative at all YSA NEC meetings. The YSA, in reality, is the 
youth and training section of the SWP and the main source of 
new SWP members. 


The headquarters of the Young Socialist Alliance are 
lecated at 125 Fourth Avenue, New York City.

YOUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE=-CHICAGO, Also 
known as Young Socialist Supporters, 
University Young Socialists _ 


A source advised in late November, 1959, that the 
Young Socialist Alliance-Chicago (Y¥YSA=-C), formerly known as 
Young Socialist Supporters, had its origin in a series of 
informal discussions held im Chicago prior to June, 1959, 
among individuals who were close to the Socialist Workers 
Party (SWP). 


The YSA-C as of November, 1959, proclaimed itself: 
to be a city-wide revolutionary youth organization designed 
to build socialism in America and aimed toward youth on college 
campuses in the Chicago area and as being independent of all 
adult groupings. 


According to a second source in May, 1963, the YSA-C, 
also known as the University Young. Socialists, was considered 
the youth group of the Chicago Branch SWP and affiliated with 
the national organization of the YSA in New York. The YSA-C 
officers as of May, 1963, were current members or sympathizers 
of the Chicago SWP. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450. 
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A confidential source on December 13, 1963, advised 
that George Breitman, Socialist. Workers Party (SWp) leader in 
Detroit, commented that there has been, from the beginning, an 
anti-SWP campaign in the Freedom Now Party (FNP). Complaints 
were made that the SWP was trying to dominate the FNP. 
Breitman stated that undoubtedly these lies and slanders were 
conveyed to the "ERiberator". 


The "Liberator" is a magazine self-described . .'- 
as the "voice of the Afro-American protest 
movement in the United States and the Liberian 
movement of Africa," Its office is located at 

C44 Bast 46th Street, New York City. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
order 10450. 


"Liberator" magazine February, 1964, Volume 4, 

Number 2, pages four and five, carried’an article éntitled 
"Freedom Now Party-Draft National Platform", The editor's 
note to this article stated "As we go to press the Socialist 
Workers Party has announced their Presidential slate of - 
candidates in the'New York Times'of January 14, 1964. For 
the recordswe wish to state that the Freedom Now Party has 
no connections with the Socialist Workers Party or any other 
political parties. 


The article related that this new platform draft 
would stand until such time in 1964 when the first National 
Convention of the FNP will be held, 
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The article related that the national platform of 
the FNP must represent .a. radical departure from the content 
of the civil rights movement of the National Association for 
the Advancemert of Colored People (NAACP), the Martin Luther 
King forces, und the Congress of Racial Equality (CORE), "The 
FNP .can not become just another protest organization," The 
article stated that "it is necessary to make clear that the . 
Freedom Now Party is not and cannot be either a purely separatist 
party or a purely integrationist party. The Preedom Now 
Party must be a new political synthesis of economic, cultural 
and ethnic ideas from a Negro point of view. Hence, both 
Negro Nationalists and Integrationists entering Freedom Now 
Party ranks must re-orient their sentiments towards a 
political struggle for the participation of the American Negro 
in an American democratic framework on the basis of complete 
ethnic democracy in a milti~racial society." 


The platforms of the FNP call for "Nationalization 
of all industries whose labor force is threatened with 
automation. This refers to basic industries. The FNP should 
press for Federal aid for the economic and cultural rehabili-~ 
tation of all Negro communities where substandard social 
conditions exist. This should include Federal aid for the 
encouragement of socially useful, Negro-~owned small businesses." 


The political platform of the FNP stated that the 
political objectives of the FNP platforms are to gain political 
power locally, regionally, and nationally around issues 
projected by FNP programs as these issues relate to black 
people. The FNP is a political party, not merely another 
"movement". 
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In an article appearing in the "New York Times" on 
January 15, 1964, page 38, Conrad J. Lynn, Acting Chairman 
of the FNP is quoted as saying that speeches by an SWP 
leader were wrongly tending to confuse the FNP with the SWP. 
Lynn stated that the FNP would not endorse Clifton De Berry, 
SWP nominee for President, who has been commending the FNP 
idea in a national speaking tour. Lynn stated that the FNP 
was considering its own Presidential ticket. 


"The Journal News", a newspaper published 
in Nyack, New York, issue of Wednesday, 
May 8, 1963, contained an article "Lynn 
Not Impressed By Congress Probe". ‘The 
article revealed in part that Lynn had 
appeared before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities (HCUA) on Monday 
about his trip to Cuba in 1962, which he 
had made in order to take deposition from 
a client who had fled this country. 


The article revealed that Lynn had 
announced he would not "take the fifth 
amendment" , 


The article stated that at the hearing 
Lynn said that -he had been a member of 
the Young Communist League from 1928 to 
1931 and had beena member of the Communist 
Party (CP) from 1934 to 1937. Lynn said 
he had left the CP because he had been 
expelled after a trial because of his stand 
during the Trinidad 011 Workers Strike of 
February, 1937, which he said went against 
the Party line. Lynn characterized 
himself as "being on the left", according 
to the article. 
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A second confidential source advised on December 
27, 1963, that at a Communist Party, United 
States of America CP,USA) meeting held during the period 
December 19. to 22, 1963, in New York City, referred to 
the FNP as a sectarian effort which would not be accepted b6

relations with the SWP and they together had dissuaded 
‘Harold Cruse from launching a public attack on the SWP, 
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Harold Wright Cruse, Chairman of the Program 
committee cf the FNP, residing at 203 West 
14th Street, New york City, was interviewed 
by Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) on three occasions in 
June, July and August, 1955. Cruse stated 
that he had been Educational Director of 
the Lincoln Douglas Club, CP, USA, during 
1947-1948; that he had attended a training 
school for CP leaders sponsored by the CP ~ 
in 1948 in New York City; and that he left 
the CP in 19521. 


William Worthy, Jr., was convicted in the 
United States District Court, Southern 
District of Miami, Florida, on August 8, 
1962. for violation of Section 1185B, Title 
8, United States Code, in that he entered 
che United States in October, 1961, from 
Cuba. without a valid passport. 


On Sectember 17, 1962, Worthy was sentenced 
to one year in the custody of the Attorney 
General, three months committed, nine 
months probation. Worthy has appealed 

the conviction to the Pifth Circuit Court 
cf Anpeals, New Orleans, Louisiana.

The following information was furnished during the 
night of May 19, 1966, and the early morning of May 20, 1966, 
by sources who have furnished reliable information in the past: 


Source one reported information was received by the 
Americans for Democratic Action (ADA) in the Southern California 
area on Wednesday, May 18, 1966, indicating President Johnson 
would arrive in Long Beach, California on Friday, May 20, 1966, 
to address the United Automobile Workers (UAW) Convention. 


ADA then communicated this information to the Mike 
Hannon for Congress Committee, Los Angeles, California. (Mike 
Hannon is a Democratic candidate for Congress in the 20th 
Congressional District of California; who is also an officer on 
the Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD). Hannon was suspended 
from his position with the LAPD in 1965, on several counts, 
including sleeping while on official duty and participation in 
demonstrations. He has since been restored to duty.) 


The Mike Hannon for Congress Committee then filtered 
the information on to the University of California at Los 
Angeles Vietnam Day Committee (UCLAVDC), the W.E.B. Du Bois 
Clubs of America (DCA)(See Appendix), and the Freedom Now 
Committee (FNC), all of which held special meetings during the 
evening of May 19, 1966, to decide upon the nature and 
ramifications of demonstrative action to be aimed against the 
President, at the UAW Convention, to protest American inter- 
vention in Vietnam.

The UCLAVDC is a group which has sponsored 
anti-Vietnam "teach-ins" on the campus at 
the University of California at Los Angeles. 


The FNC is an amalgamation of representatives 
of peace-oriented and/or civil rights groups, 
which was established as a vehicle through 
which civil rights groups could be activated 
into the anti-Vietnam war movement, 


The meetings of the FNC, UCLAVDC and DCA were held 
independgntly but their actions were coordinated and they 
arrived at decision to participate in joint picket-type 
demonstration at the New Sports Arena, Long Beach, site of the 
UAW Convention, on May 20, 1966. They agreed to start formation 
of the demonstration at approximately 2:00 p.m., and to 
continue throughout the day and evening until the President 
completes his address and leaves the convention.

W. E. B. DU BOIS CLUBS OF AMERICA (DCA) 


A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963, a 
conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicago, Illinois, for the purpose 
of setting in motion forces for the establishment of a new 
national Marxist~-oriented youth organization which would hunt 
for the most peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates 
to this meeting were cautioned against the germ of anti-Soviet 
and anti-CP ideologies. These delegates were also told that it 
would be reasonable to assume that the young socialists 
attracted into this new organization would eventually pass into 
the CP itself. 


A second conference of over 20 persons met in Chicago 
on December 28-29, 1963, for the purpose of initiating a "cali" 
to the new youth organization and planning for a founding 
convention to be held in June, 1964. 


A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, 
at 150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, California, at which 
time the name W. E. B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. 
Approximately 500 delegates from throughout the United States 
attended this convention. The aims of this organization, as set 
forth in the preamble to the constitution, are, "It is our 
belief that this nation can best solve its problems in an 
atmosphere of peaceful coexistence, complete disarmament and true 
freedom for all peoples of the world, and that these solutions 
will be reached mainly through the united efforts of all democratic 
elements in our country, composed essentially of the working people 
allied in the unity of Negroes and other minorities with whites. 
We further fully recognize that the greatest threat to American 
democracy comes from the racist and right wing forces in 
coalition with the most reactionary sections of the economic 
power structure, using the tool of anti-Communism to divide 
and destroy the unified struggle of the working people. As 
young people in the forces struggling for democracy, we shall . 
actively strive to defeat these reactionary and neo-fascist 
elements and to achieve complete freedom and democracy for all 
Americans, thus enabling each individual to freely choose and 
build the society he would wish to live in. Through these 
struggles we feel the American people will realize the viability

Ttgla the group that I was happy t6 lave te Opporiuniiy to answer any 
questions they might raise and would, of course, look into each individual example 
brought up by them. i teld them they shouid understand in the outset that the FBI does 
not "prosecute" and neither does the FBI decide whether prosecution should be entertained 
or not. The group was advised that FBI investigations have been thoroughly penetrative 
in both the South and the North and that we constantly impress upon our Agents that they 
must be completely objective in all investigations. 


I mentioned that it was true that the FBI cooperates with local law enforce- 
ment agencies in matters of mutual interest. It would be impossible to handle our heavy 
responsibilities otherwise. I added, however, that this policy in no manner detracts from 
the impartiality by which the FBI has conducted its investigations over the years. 


I told this group that in many instances erroneous statements are made by 
extremists concerning the role the FBI plays in conducting civil rights investigations. 
As an example, I mentioned that Dr. Martin Luther King on occasion in the recent past, 
had informed the press that all FBI Agents aasigned to our Albany, Georgia, Resident 
Agency were southern-born Agents. Upon learning of Dr. King's allegations, I 
immediately checked this matter and a@gertained that four out of five of the Agents in 
Albany were born and reared in the North. I told the group that an aftempt was made to 
contact Dr. King and set him straight; however, Dr. “ding refused to be interviewed, 


I mentioned at this point that I wanted them to spe@Mically keep in mind 
that if any of them at any time, knew of a specific instance whereift their civil rights 
had been violated, they should immediately call an FBI office in the vicinity or else they 
should feel free to contact me personally. 


I told the group that basically, there must be an understanding, a meeting 
of the minds, by the Negro people and the United States Government. I told them that this- 
was their privilege inasmuch as they were a part of the Government. I reiterated, 
however, that in so far as the FBI is concerned, in many instances the Negro does not 
understand that the FBI is simply an investigative agency and does not "prosecute" or 
"protect" anyone, I mentioned that the FBI, a8 well as the Attorney General, was 
anxious to clear up any misunderstanding on the part of the Negro race; however, name 
calling by extremists only added to the confusions and misunderstandings which occur. 


At this point is the conference Mr. Lynn expressed appreciation for the 


group for my seeing them. He stated that he had enjoyed the conference, however, must .

|| He stated that on one occasion, Dr. Martin Luther King had made the statement that 

all FBI Agents assigned to the Albany, Georgia, Resident Agency were southern-born: 

'{ Agents. The Director stated he immediately checked and ascertained that four out of 

'! five of the Agents in Albany were born and reared in the North. He stated that an attempt 
} was made to contact Dr. King, inasmuch as anyone should appreciate. being informed of 
thetrue facts; however, Dr. King refused to be interviewed. 


William Worthy, whose unsavory background is well-known to the Bureau, 
next spoke up. He mentioned gratuitously of moving around the country considerably. 
‘He stated he made numerous speeches. He then advised that he was well aware, as were 
jail Negroes, of the FBI's great reputation in the criminal investigative field. He stated, 
‘however, there had been literally hundreds of bombings of Negro homes and dwellings 
hroughout the country yet the FBI had not "prosecuted" anyone. He stated that in his 
pinion, it was only fair to let the Director know there was a rising tide of criticism 
against the FBI. At this point, Worthy attempted to dramatically emphasize his state- 
ents by slapping the palm of his hand on the conference table and statng, "This is a

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only two years more in office; therefore, he felt, because of the Director's great prestige, 


fact and not fiction."' In a softer voice, Worthy next stated that he knew the Director had 
\ 
| 
‘the Director should be aware of this criticism. 


The Director, replying to Worthy, stated that he was well aware that there 
Iwas criticism against him and against the FBI. He told Worthy that we knew of the 
{criticism by extremists on both sides of the picture. The Director then told Worthy of the 
;facts surrounding the Terrell County, Georgia, incident in which FBI Agents had 
}promptly arrested the subjects of a church bormbing. Worthy sarcastically replied that 
ihe knew of the FBI's handling of this case, but that such solvings were quite rare. The 
| Director emphasized that Worthy was very badly mistaken. The Director then explained, 
giving examples, of the type criticism we receive from both sides of the issue. He told 
of the Emmett Till case in Mississippi. He mentioned the visit paid to him several years 
ago by the ladies of the NAACP Auxiliary who complained bitterly about lack of FBI 
ease in this case.. The Director told the group that the FBI had no jurisdiction. He 


added that the matter of jurisdiction, of course, was the concern of the Department of 
\Justice and that the Department had ruled on the lack of FBI jurisdiction in this case. 
The Director next advised the group of the rapid and expeditious manner in which we 
had entered the Charles Mack Parker lynching in Poplarville, Mississippi. He stated 
despite a fact that jurisdictional lines were not firm in this case; nevertheless, the FBI, 
knowing we might have jurisdiction, investigated this case thoroughly and solved it. He 
1 mentioned that after the solving of the case,when it had been determined that the Federal 
Government had no jurisdiction, the case had been turned over to local authorities at the 
; i | instructions of the Department of Justice. The Director then spoke of the treatment our 
' Agents received from local residents during the investigation of the Charles Mack Parker 
ease. He told the group that it was difficult for the Agents to get meals simply because 
‘they were only trying to do their duty in a fair and impartial manner. The Director 
r then stated that this was a good example of how the FBI is treated by both sides.

Mr. Lynn stated he desired to mention an incident in connection with the 
same case. He stated that he was personally aware that the local sheriff was involved in 
‘the Parker case, thereby bringing this case within FBI jurisdiction. The Director 
i\\promptly replied that the results of the FBI investigation were brought before a Federal 
Grand Jury and that the Grand Jury had refused to indict the law enforcement officer in 
|question. Mr. Lynn did not reply.

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Mr. Sharp next spoke up and referred to the Valachi case. He stated that 

the FBI, according to the publicity, had obviously done great work in this case; therefore, 
ithe failed to understand why the FBI could not do the same great work in civil rights 
cases. Before giving the Director a chance to reply, this individual stated that he further 
could not understand why the FBI could not afford protection to Freedom Riders. He 
‘stated that he had visited a number of cities and upon testing segregation in various 
‘raflroad and bus stations, his civil rights had been violated by local police. He stated 
he had called the local FBI office in these instances, only to be told that the FBI was 
simply a fact-finding agency and could not give him protection. The Director replied 
that he wanted it clearly understood that the FBI investigates all types of cases ina 
thoroughly impartial manner, racketeering cases, as well as civil rights cases. He 
stated that it should also be understood that the FBI cannot offer 'tprotection” inasmuch 
as this is a matter for the local authorities. 


H 
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Mr. Worthy asked the Director if it would not be appropriate, in civil 
{rights cases, to publish the facts surrounding investigations by the FBI. The Director 
| replied that this, of course, was a matter to be considered by the Department of Justice. 
\He then inquired if any of the group had seen a number of his articles regarding civil 
[rights responsibilities and investigations by the FBI. No one replied in the affirmative. 
|The Director then instructed that I obtain from Miss Gandy sufficient copies of his 
larticle, "The FBI's Role in the Field of Civil Rights" published in the'Yale Political" 
magazine so that each member of the group could have one. Miss Gandy had these 
lavailable and each member was given one while seated at the conference table. 


The Director told the group that he wished to advise of some obstacles 
that are thrown in the path of the FBI while investigating civil rights matters. He spoke 
of former Commissioner of Police Monaghan of New York City who refused to allow 
FBI Agents to interview police officers who had been charged with possible civil rights 
violations. The Director stated that in this instance, he made a public statement 
concerning Commissioner Monaghan's high-handed practicies. Monaghan had been 
immediately called before a Congressional Committee, Monaghan told members of 
of Congress: "Enforcement of civil rights violatigns should be investigated below the 
Mason-Dixon line only."" The Director added that Commissioner Leo Sullivan of: 
Boston had the same attitude. The Director stated that as a matter of confidence, the 
Chief of Police in Los Angeles, William Parker, also had this particular attitude. The 
Director stated that this was absolutely wrong. He advised that the FBI only wants to 
ascertain the true facts of a situation. He stated that the FBI was not attempting to blame 
or "whitewash anyone." 
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[i Miss Pernella Whatley, who obviously had been drinking prior to coming to the 
|| Director's Office, spoke up and stated that what Mr. Hoover had told the group might be 
i jabsolutely true; however, "Where can a Negro go to get his rights enforced?" She then 
added that the Negro had been in the United States for over 300 years and still had no 
rights. The Director replied that if Miss Whatley meant the subject of additional 
legislation, she should, of course, go to the Department of Justice. The Director 
patiently explained that the FBI was the investigative arm of the Department of Justice; 
furthermore, that when the Department makes a decision concerning prosecution in ¢ 
civil rights cases, this is a decision of the Department. He additionally explained that 
legislation was a matter for the Department inasmuch as he had long mainteined that 
the FBI, strictly an investigative agency, should not be involved in matters of legislation. 
{The Director then turned to the group and stated he wished to emphasize that if any of then 
lat any time, knew of a specific instance werein their civil rights had been violated, they 
should call an FBI office immediately or write the Director personally. The Director 
/praised the orderly demonstration yesterday. He commended the efforts of Negro 
leaders to maintain order. He stated that the demonstration will no doubt gain great 
respect for the Negro throughout the entire country. He mentioned there no doubt will 
be still some segments of the United States in which civil rights violations will 
‘continue to occur; however, as a result of the peaceful demonstration which occurred 
i yesterday, he thinks there is a possibility that unjustified violence against the Negro 
may be somewhat slowed down. 


[I stated he wished to inquire regarding the case of Robert 

| Williams in North Carolina. He advised that the Federal Government, after a consider- 
able delay, finally intervened when the North Carolina State Governemat brought charges. 
He stated that Williams had sent countless appeals to the Attorney General, to the 
Congress and to leaders in Gover to no avail. William Worthy stated 
that he personally had written to the Department and had contacted 
Edward R. Murrow, Director, U. S. Information Agency, and only then did the Federal 
Government become aware of the Williams case. Worthy stated that FBI Agents refused 
to enter this case during the pertinent period. Worthy advised that he was well aware 
of the fact, and felt the Director knew this, of the picketing of the FBI office in Danville, 
| Virginia. Worthy stated he was not making a threat; however, he wished to prophesy 
that numerous other FBI offices, throughout the United States would be fickdad unless 
the FBI made a better showing in protecting the Negro's civil rights. He then added that 


bo 
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| only last week he had told Adlai Stevenson that Stevenson's United Nations office would 
« be picketed unless Stevenson did more for the Negro in Africa. 


The Director told Worthy he was well aware of the picketing of our 
Resident Agency in Danville, Virginia. He stated that basically, there must be an 
understanding, a meeting of the minds, between the Negro people and the United States 
|''Government. He stated that the Negroes had this right inasmuch as they were a part of 
the Government. He added, however, that in many instances, the Negro does not under- 
stand that the FBI is simply an investigative agency and cannot prosecute or protect 
i individuals. The Director stated he was most anxious to clear up any misunderstanding 
lion the part of the Negro race; however, the name calling by extremists on both sides 
only added to the confusion and misunderstandings which occur. 


At this point, Lynn first arose, followed by the group. Lynn expressed 
ithe appreciation of the group for the Director seeing them. He stated he would like 
to talk further; however, he had an appointment in New York which he must definitely 
imeet. While walking to the outer office door, Worthy brought up the subject of an FBI 
Agent in a southern state standing by taking notes while a Freedom Rider was beat over 
the head with a police stick. Worthy told the Direct or that he thought the FBI Agent 
should have jumped in and fought the police officer. The Director told Worthy once 
again that the FBI cannot offer protection inasmuch as this is beyond our jurisdiction 
and responsibilities. Worthy then sarcastically replied, "At least FBI Agents should 
make citizens arrests.'t The Director again patiently told Worthy of FBI jurisdiction 
iin such incidents, explaining that when the FBI makes an arrest we must have sufficient 
facts to present to the U. S. Attorney or the Department, so that a proper and fair 
decision can be made by either of these sources as to prosecution. The Director told 
Worthy that the FBI must be factual and impartial, that it would be wrong for an 
investigative agency to do otherwise. a: ee a ae

Representatives of the press, including the Evening Star, Washington 
Post and one female representative who apparently desired to hide the identity of the 


|}paper she was from, as well as one photographer, who all had been previously advised 
that they should have seats in the waiting room while the conference was going on, 
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immediately began asking questions of the group upon their entry back into the reception 
room. Worthy attempted to mastermind the situation by speaking fast and furiously. 

On one occasion, he stated that "I told Director Hoover that the FBI had failed miserably 
in civil rights investigations and he admitt ed that much of this was true." I told the 
reporters that Worthy had not made this allegation, neither had the Director made any 
such admission. I told them that the Director had explained the FBI's jurisdiction 

in civil rights cases and had specifically and pointedly answered all questions given to 
him by the group. I told them that the group had been made welcome by the Director 
and had been invited to return any time. With this, the reporters ignored Worthy and 
turned to Lynn who gave a brief very matter of fact statement to the press about the 
fact that the group had been made welcome and had discussed civil rights matters with 
Mr. Hoover for approximately one hour. 


The group was then shown to the 9th Street entrance at which time they 
were told that we would be glad to have them take tours of our building. A number of 
them indicated they would return. Mr. Belmont later advised that the group entered 
their cars at the 9th and D Street Parking lot and were observed driving towards the 
Baltimore Parkway, presumably to New York. 


Going down the hall, it was quite amusing to hear the Washington Post 
reporter ask Lynn: "Mr. Lynn, during your press conference this morning at the 
Sheraton Park Hotel, you specifically referred to Mr. J. Edgar Hoover as an ‘incompe- 
tent racist." Do you still fed, following your conference with Mr. Hoover, that he is 
an 'incompetent racist'"’ Lynn replied with some air of resignation, "I sure don't think 
ihe's incompetent; however, I don't know whether he's a racist or not." The reporter

He, of 
course, does not desire that the Emmett Till or Charles Mack Parker cases be checked 
inasmuch as these facts are well known and were understood by the group. The Director 
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also desires that an immediate letter be prepared to Mr. Lynn, BEEF the Director's 
Signature, outlining the true facts of these cases. He stated that this letter should

In connection with the visit of Conrad J, Lynn and 
other members of the “Freedom Now iiovement™" to the Director's 
office on 8-29-63, certain civil rights cases were brought up 
by the group in illustration of a statement by lr. Lynn that 
the Negro today considered there was a lack of law enforcément 
on the part of the FBI with particular respect to prosecuting 
state and local police officers who violated the civil rights of 
the Negro. The cases mentioned were identified and in each’ 
,instance all information developed by the Bureau was furnished 
jto the Department and where investigations were instituted; the 
‘results were furnished to the Department for their determination 

jas to whether or not prosecution would be initiated. 


The cases brought up in the conference are identified 
as follows, Details of the cases are set forth in attachments 
as indicated, 


(1) The Black Muslim case in Los Angeles. 


In May, 1962, at request of the Department, we conducted 
a preliminary investigation into an altercation between officers 
of the Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) and members of the 
Nation of Islam (NOI) on 4-27-62, A number of officers were 
injured and beaten in the altercation and one of the Negro members 
of NOI was killed. Results of the investigation were submitted.to 
the Department in a 686 page report on 6-8~-62, On 6-25-62, Chief 
Nillian-o. Parker, LAPD, advised that he had received a letter

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(2) The Mississippi “Free Press™ Negro who

This reference of lr. Lynn apparently pertains to 

Dewey R. Greene, Jr., of the llississippi “Free Press," a 
weekly Jackson, llississippi, newspaper, who in January, 1963, 
. attempted to register at the University of Mississippi. He 

was denied admission due to his low grades. Department Attorney 
John Doar advised 1-31-63 that the Department had suggested to 
Greene that he not try to register as he was ineligible to do 
so. No investigation was requested by the Department. In 
4fugust, 1962, it was alleged by Dewey 2 Greene, Jr., that while 
he was taking photographs for the "Free Press" of Negro voter 
registration applicants at the Amite County, Lississippi, 
Courthouse, he was accosted by a county official who took his 
camera and ordered him out of town, At request of Department, 
we investigated the incident and results submitted to the Civil 
Rights Division by report 8-27-62. No further investigation— 
was requested, (For details, see page 7) 


(3) The Branbow case in Georgia,

. through search of Bureau files and files of the Atlanta and 

| Savannah Offices, [ir, Lynn was apparently referring to the 
‘ease involving Hartman Turnbow, a Negro of Holmes County, 

Mississippi, whose home was subjected to three explosions on 
5-8-63 allegedly because he had attempted to register, Turnbow 

‘and four other Negroes were arrested by local authorities and 
charged with arson. On 5-11-63 the Department filed an action 
against the Deputy Sheriff, Holmes County, and others charging 
that the arrest of Turnbow was without justification and was 
for the purpose of intimidating Negroes in their efforts to 
register, At request of Department, we conducted an extensive 
investigation into the explosions but the subjects were not 
identified, Arson charges against all Negroes except Turnbow 
have been dismissed and local action against him is still 
pending. The action filed by the Department against the Deputy 
Sheriff and others is also still pending, We are following —

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(4) The Monroe, North Carolina, case involving 
a white prisoner who beat up a Freedom Rider. 


On the basis of a request from the Department 
10-19- G1 enclosing a letter from Conrad J. Lynn, Counsel for 
the "Committee to fid the Monroe Defendants" together with a 
statement made by Howard Jack Stack that he was induced by the 
Vonroe, North Carolina, police to assault Richard Paul Griswold 
at the County Jail, we conducted a limited investigation, 
Griswold was a member of the Congress of Racial Equality who 
had been arrested on charges of inciting a riot. Stack, a 
prisoner at the County Jail, in signed statement said Deputy 
Sheriff would help him if he "took care" of a Freedom Rider.

With respect to Robert Franklin Williams, an 
identification Order Fugitive who fled to Cuba with the 
connivance of the Castro regime in August, 1961, to avoid 
apprehension on a charge of Unlawful Flight to Avoid Prosecution - 
Kidnapping, our files show Williams and/or his wife between 1958 
and 1961 made four civil rights complaints, one to the Department 
and three to our Charlotte Office. His principal complaint, made 
in June, 1961, to the Charlotte Office, concerned the alleged 
failure of the Wonroe Police Department and the FBI to afford him 
protection in connection with his activities in connection with 


| efforts to integrate the Monroe swimming pool, and alleged failure 


of Monroe authorities to take action against individuals who had 
collided with his automobile intentionally; on this occasion 
Williams threatened to kill whites and to revert to jungle 
methods if he got no redress. 
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The other three complaints from the Williamses 
were made as a result of their connection with the 
Monroe Branch of the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, and concerned alleged 
police brutalities., In each of the four cases reported 

iby the Williamses, the results of investigation 
,conducted and/or complaint received were furnished in 
'detail in report form to the Department, and the 
‘Department requested no action in addition to interview

(6) The Dr. Anderson case, 


Dr. W. G Anderson, President of the Albany, 
Georgia, Movement, which is a Negro integration group, 
was indicted by a Federal Grand Jury on 8-9-63 along 
with two other Albany Negro leaders on charges of aiding 
and abetting a conspiracy to obstruct justice, Six 
other persons connected with the Albany Movement were 
indicted for perjuring themselves when testifying before 
the Grand Jury. We investigated this case at request of 
- Department on the basis of the allegation that the 
; Albany Movement’ ad instituted picketing and boycott of 
a food store owned by Alex Carl Smith, Smith, a white 
person, was a member of the Federal Trial Jury which 
| heard a civil case brought by a Negro seeking damages 
| from a sheriff who had shot him during the course of 
,his arrest by the sheriff, The verdict favored the

The Department by memorandum received May 25, 1962, 
requested a preliminary investigation involving an altercation 
between officers of the Los Angeles Police Department (LAPD) 
and members of the Nation of Islam (NOI) which occurred on 
April 27, 1962. 


On June 8, 1962, a 686 page report was submitted to 
the Civil Rights Division. Our investigation included interviews 
of 50 police officers as potential subjects, several material 
witnesses to the incident and doctors and medical personnel who 
attended both the police officers and members of NOI. Members 
of NOI were uncooperative and declined to furnish any information 
upon advice of their attorneys. 


Preliminary investigation determined two uniformed 
Los Angeles police officers attempted to interrogate two Negroes 
for possible theft of clothing. The suspects resisted, attacked 
the officers and were joined by other Negroes which resulted in 
the officers being severely beaten and one officer being shot, 
Additional officers who arrived on the scene were likewise 
subjected to attacks by the Negroes. In some instances, the 
officers' firearms and police batons were taken from them and 
used against them. One police officer's arm was shattered by a 
gunshot. Several other officers suffered injuries requiring 
medical attention. One member of NOI was killed and six others 
suffered gunshot wounds, 


A coroner's jury concluded the death of Ronald Townsend

This request was 
denied as freshman were not accepted in mid-term, Department 
Attorney John Doar advised on January3l, 1963, that Greene 
had made inquiry of the Department and Department had 
suggested to him that he not try to register as he was 
ineligible to do so, No investigation regarding this matter 
was requested by the Department.

On Hay 8, 1963, the Department requested a preliminary 
investigation of an incident wherein three explosions occurred 
on May 8, 1963, inside the home of Hartman Turnbow, a Negro who 
attempted to register in Holmes County, Mississippi, during 
April, 1963, 


The local authorities in connection with their 
investigation of the explosions arrested Hartman Turnbow and 
four other individuals, all Negroes, on Hay 8, 1963. Turnbow 
and three others were charged with arson. Robert lioses, one of 
those arrested, was charged with impeding justice by interfering 
with an investigation and also with arson. 


On May 13, 1963, a hearing was held in connection 
with the arson charges in Holmes County. Arson charges were 
dismissed against those individuals arrested except Turnbow. 
Robert loses was fined $50 for impeding an investigation and 
has appealed, 


On May 11, 1963, a complaint was filed in U. S. District 
Court, Southern District of Mississippi, against Deputy Sheriff 
Andrew P, Smith, Holmes County, Mississippi, and others which 
charged that on April 8, 1963, the arrest of Turnbow and others 
by Deputy Sheriff Smith was and is without legal justification 
and was for the purpose of intimidating, threatening and 
coercing Negro citizens of Holmes County from registering to 
vote and for the purpose of preventing and discouraging 
registration workers from instructing Negro citizens of Holmes 
County. Turnbow and his wife assisted at voter registration 
meetings, The complaint requested that a preliminary and 
permanent injunction be ordered against the defendants preventing 
them from such actions as heretofore mentioned and against further 
prosecution of those named, 


As of August 14, 1963, no action had been taken in 
request for the injunction against Deputy Sheriff Smith and 
others. The charges against Turnbow are scheduled to be presented 
to a local grand jury in October, 1963,

to Special Agents of the Charlotte Office after demanding the 
FBI afford him protection because his personal property was 
being damaged. : 


At the time of the interview Williams who is currently 
an Identification Order Fugitive having been granted "political 
asylum" by the Castro Government in Cuba, became highly emotional 
stating that unless he was afforded protection by the Federal 
Government he would have to "kill a white man" and once he did 
that he was going to "kill every white person he could, including 
babies in the cradle". as Monroe, North Carolina, was a "“juagle" 
and if the Federal Government could not do anything about it, 
Williams was going to revert to jungle methods. 


In the signed statement Williams indicated he and a 
group of teenagers picketed the Municipal Swimming Pool, Monroe, 
North Carolina June 18 through 25, 1961, and that on June 23, 
1961, while travéling between his residence and the pool his 
automobile was struck from behind by an automobile driven by a 
white man. Williams indicated that on June 25, 1961, while 
enroute from his residence to the pool his car was deliberately 
struck by an automobile drive by a white man and he escaped 
mob violence by threatening the crowd with a pistol and rifle. 
Williams in the statement said that officers were not giving 
him proper protection and that other Negroes, such as Willie 
Strand, who was kidnapped but rel@ased by a group of white men 
during this period wers not being afforded proper protection, 
Williams indicated a Negro Robert Barrett of Monroe, North 
Carolina, had been beaten by a carload of white men on_ 

June 25, 1961. He stated that these incidents were reported 
by him to the Department of Justice and to the FBI.

He alleged his constitutional rights under the 
Fourteenth Amendment had been violated, his life had been put 
in jeopardy and he had been refused protection by the FBI and 
the Department of Instice. He asked that a warrant be issued 
against Chief of Police A. A. Mauney of Monroe for denying 
his constitutional rights and equal protection under the law. 


A report of the complaints furnished by Williams 
was transmitted in report form to the Assistant Attorney General, 
Civil Rights Division of the Department July 11, 1961. However 
no further action was requested by the Department. 


On August 27, 1961, in connection with Congress of 
Racial Equality (CORE) demonstrations at Monroe, North Carolina, 
Williams and his associates kidnapped two innocent passers—~by 
at gun point. The victims, a white couple, Mr. and Mrs. G. Bruce 
Stegall were held as hostages in Williams' residence and the 
adjoining house for about two hours before they were released. 
During the two hour period, Williams telephoned Chief of Police 
Mauney of Monroe and threatened to kill the Stegalls unless 
Manney within thirty minutes released all of Williams followers 
that had been arrested following a riot in Monroe on August 27, 
1961. 


On August 28, 1961, two true bills were returned 
against Williams charging two counts of kidnapping Mr. and Mrs. G. 
Bruce Stegall and on August 28, 1961, UV. 8. Attorney Hugh 
Monteith based on a formal request from Chief Mauney authorized 
prosecution of Williams for unlawful flight from the State of 
North Carolina to avoid prosecution for the crime of kidnapping.

(A) VISITS BY CIVIL RIGHTS GROUPS TO FIELD OFFICES AND RESIDENT 
AGENCIES -- On August 29, 1963, a group of Negroes, identified as the 
"Freedom Now Movement," headed by Conrad J. Lynn, a New York attorney, 
called at my office. Previously the Bureau had learned that this group might 
fy ‘possibly aes a ‘Def demonstration. 
Tr da es ba OWS Pee fre 
F. SS Phe group, upgf arrival at 9:10 a.m., was courteously greeted 
and promptly ushered into my office. At that time, Mr. Lynn indicated that the 
Negro considered there was a lack of law enforcement on the part of the FBI, 
particularly with respect to prosecution of state and city police officials in civil 
rights cases. He, and other members of the group, talked about a number of 
cases, asserting that the FBI had not measured up to its responsibilities. William 
Worthy, a newspaperman who has been most critical of American foreign policy 
and who in 1962 was found guilty of traveling from Cuba to Miami, Florida, with- 
out a valid passport, was most sarcastic. He stated that he was disturbed that 
the FBI had not "prosecuted" anyone as a result of the "literally hundreds of 
bombings of Negro churches and homes throughout the country."’ Worthy added 
that it was only fair to let me know there was a rising tide of criticism against 
the FBI because of our failure to 'prosecute.'' Worthy stated that while he was 
making no threat, he prophesied that FBI offices would be picketed in the future. 
He specifically mentioned the incident in which a demonstration was held at our 
Resident Agency at Danville, Virginia. 


I told the group that I was happy to have the opportunity to 
answer their questions. I explained the FBI's jurisdiction and that we were 
an investigative and not a prosecutive agency. I emphasized that our investi- 
gations were penetrative in both the South and the North and that we constantly 
impress upon our Agents that they must be completely objective in all investi- 
gations, especially those involving civil rights. I told them that in many instances 
erroneous statements are made by extremists concerning the FBI's role in the 
civil rights field. I furnished facts regarding some specific cases they men- 
tioned, and have since forwarded a letter to the leader of this group setting 
forth the facts in each case. As it turned out, the FBI had previously investi- 
gated each case the group brought up and the results of our investigations had 


been forwarded to the Department of Justice for consideration as to prosecution 
or further action.

The group should be allowed to state the reason for its visit and its complaints 
heard. The Bureau's jurisdiction in the civil rights field should be thoroughly 
explained and questions in regard to the specific cases mentioned answered. 

If the interviewing Bureau official does not possess the facts on the cases, the 
group Should be told that he will promptly check the matter and advise it of the 
true facts. Keep in mind the possibility of furnishing the group literature such 
as my recent article in the August, 1963, issue of "Yale Political’ magazine 
concerning civil rights. At all times, the group should receive courteous 
attention and every effort made to assist its members in understanding the 
FBI's role in the civil rights field. The Bureau should be promptly advised 

of each such interview. 


It is felt that by such an approach, not only can the Bureau 
forestall any ‘sit-ins'' and unfavorable publicity, but do much to enable Negro 
leaders to understand the true role of the FBI in these investigations.

Bureau of Special Services, New York City Police Department, 
advised that the Freedom Now Party demonstrated from

and Fiftieth Street, New York City, against the appearance 
of Attorney General Robert F. Kennedy, who was the

A secehd source advised on May 24, 1963, that 
Muhammad's Mogque #1, also known as Muhammad's Temple of 
Islam #1, has been in existence in Detroit, Michigan, since 
the formation of the NOI and since September, 1960, have been 
conducting meetings at 11529 Linwood, Detroit, Michigan. 


This source advised that Muhammad's Mosque #1 is 
affiliated with the national erganization of the NOI under 
the leadership of ELIJAH MUHAMMAD and adheres to the beliefs 
and policies of the national organization,

Nation of Islam 


In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
“Nation of Islam" and “Muhammad's Temples of Islam". 


On July 10, 1963, a second source advised. 
ELIJAH MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of 
Islam (NOI); Muhammad's Temple of Islam No. 2,5335 
South Greenwood Avenue, Chicagd, Illinois, is the national 
headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960, MUHAMMAD and other 
NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD'’s organization 
on a nationwide basis, commeneed using either "Mosque” or 
"Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam", 


The NOI is an all~Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by ALLAH, the Supreme-Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 


_in the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD's teachings 


and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no such 
thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negrves are slaves of the 
white race, referred to as "white devils’, in the United States; 
and that the white race, because of its exploitation of the so- 
called Negroes, must and will be destroyed in the approaching 
“War of Armageddon", 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, includ- 
ing MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions of 
the Selective Service Act and have declared that members owe 
no allegiance to the United States,

On July 10, 1963, a third source advised MUHAMMAD 
had early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic 
benefits to be derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI, 
This policy change, according to MUHAMMAD, would help him 
acquire additional followers and create more interest in his 
programs, 


Fruit of Islam 


Gn July 10, 1963, a source advised that the Fruit 
of Islam (FOI) is a group within the Nation’ of Islam (NOI) 
composed of male members of the NOI. The purpose of the FOI 
is to protect officials and property of the NOI, assure 
compliance of members with NOI teachings and to prepare for 
the “War of Armageddon”. Members of the FOI are required 
to particpate in military drill and are afforded the oppor- 
tunity to engage in judo training. The FOI is governed by a 
military system wherein the members are controlled by general 
orders Similar to those issued by regular military organizations. 


Muslim Girls Training 


On May 19, 1960, a source advised that the Muslin 
Girls Training (HG) is a group within ithe Nation of Islam (NOI) 
and is composed of all female members be the NOI, The MGT 
is similar in structure to the Fruit of Islam (FOI), which 
is composed of male members of the NOI, in that the MGT has 
officers similar to military organizations te whom other female 
members are accountable, MGT members receive instructions in 
homemaking, hygiene, calisthenics, and other subjects such as 
Muslim history and the English language. There also exists a 
Junior MGT, which is. composed of female members of the NOI who 
are between the ages of 15 and 19 and who are afforded military- 
type drill.

Since 1957, various officers and “sisters” of the 
MGT have, at meetings of the MGT, used the term MGT so that it 
also means General Civilization Class. General Civiligation

Nation of Islam 


In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam” and "Muhammad's Temples of Islam". 


On July 10, 1963, a second source advised 
ELIJAR MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of 
Islam (NOI); Muhammad’s Temple of Islam No. 2,5335 
South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national 
headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1960, MUHAMMAD and other 
NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD's organization 
on a nationwide basis, commeneed using either “Mosque” or 
"Pemple” when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam", 


the NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originaily organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan, MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by ALLAH, the Supreme ‘Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the United States. Members following MUHAMMAD's teachings 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no such 
thing as a Negro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves of the 
white race, referred to as “white devils’, in the United States; 
and that the white race, because of its exploitation of the so- 
called Negroes, must and will be destroyed in the approaching 
“War of Armageddon”,

The purpose of the FOI 
is to protect officials and property of the NOI, assure 
compliance of members with NOI teachings and to prepare for 
the “War of armageddon”, Members of the FOI are required 
to particpate in military drill and are afforded the oppor- 
tunity to engage in judo training. The FOI is governed by a 
military system wherein the members are controlled by general 
orders Similar to those issued by regular military organizations. 


Muslin Giris Training 


On Hay 19, 1960, a source advised that the Muslim 
Giris Training (HGT) is a group within) the Nation of Islam (NOI) 
and is composed of all female members of the NOI. The MGT 
iS Similar in structure to the Fruit of Islam (FOI), which 
is composed of male members of the NOI, in that the MGT has 
officers Similar to military organizations to whom other female 
menbérs are accountable. MGT members receive instructions in 
homemaking, hygiene, calisthenics, and other subjects such as 
Muslim history and the English language.

The May, 1960 issue of the "Young Socialist" (YS), page 1, column 3, 
disclosed that during April 15-17, 1960, a national organization entitled "The Young 
Socialist Alliance" (YSA), was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. This 
issue stated that this organization was formed by the nationwide supporter clubs of 
the publication YS. 


The above issue, page 6, get forth the Founding Declaration of the YSA. 
This declaration stated that the YSA recognizes the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) 
as the only existing political leadership on class struggle principles, and that the 
supporters of the YS have come into basic political solidarity with the SWP on the 
principles of revolutionary socialism. : 


A source advised on May 6, 1963, that the original YSA was an organiza- 
tion formed during October, 1957, in New York City by youth of various left Socialist 
tendencies, particularly members and followers of the SWP. The leaders of this group 
were the guiding forces in the establishment of the national organization. 


The source further advised on May 6, 1963, that the YSA is dominated and 
controlled on a national basis by the SWP through having SWP members comprise exclu- 
sively the National Executive Committee (NEC) and through an official SWP representa- 
tive at all YSA NEC meetings. The YSA, in reality, is the youth and training 
section of the SWP and the main source of new SWP members. 


The headouarters of the Young Socialist Alliance are located at 125 
Fourth Avenue, New York City.

WORKERS WORLD PARTY 


On April 17, 1959, a confidential source advised 
that on February 12, 1959, a Socialist Workers Party (SWP) 
minority group, under the leadership of National Committee 
member, SAM BALLAN, split from the SWP. 


The source stated that this minority group 
referred to as the Marcyites, after many years of program 
and policy differences on varied issues concerning tactics 
and interpretation of political events, split from the SWP 
on the grounds that the Party was liquidating itself by 
departing from the Marxist precepts of LEON TROTSKY and 
retreating from the fight for the world socialist revolu- 
tion. The final issue which ultimately forced the split 
was the minority's opposition to the SWP regroupment 
policy which involved cooperation with the Communist 
Party (CP) periphery - individuals characterized by the 
minority as petty - bourgeois. 


The minority program, according to the source, 
advocates unconditional defense of the Soviet Union and 
has as its goal the building of a revolutionary party 
with a complete proletarian orientation for the purpose 
of overthrowing capitalism in the United States and 
throughout the world, 


On May 12, 1960, the source advised that this 
minority group had chosen the name Workers World Party. 


On May 6, 1963, a second confidential source 
stated that the headquarters of the Workers World Party 
were located at 46 West 2lst Street, New York, New York.

The source further advised on May 6, 1963, that the 
YSA is dominated and controlled on a national basis by the SWP 
through having SWP members comprise exclusively the National 
Executive Committee (NEC) and through an official SWP repre- 
senative at all YSA NEC meetings.

It shculd be noted that the six candi- 
dates receiving the highest number of 
votes were elected to the Board of 
Supervisors on November 5, 1963. There 
were seventeen candidates for the Board 
ef Suvervisors and PERCY MOORE ran 
tenth in the field of candidates, 
receiving a total of 60,773 votes. The 
candidate receiving the most votes 
received 130,033, and the cendidate 
receiving the least number of vctes 
among the six elected received 
102,973.votes. Thus, MOORE missed by 
some 40,000 votes in his bid for office. 


On August 28, 1963, the day of the March on Washington 
in “Washington, D. C., a sympathy demonstration characterized 
locally as Jobs and Freedom Day in San Francisco, was held at the 
Civic Center in San Francisco. Distribution of a 4~page 
pamphlet entitled "A Call for a Freedom Ncw Party--An All Black 
Party for 1964" took place during the demonstration. This 
pamphlet had been issued by the National Committee for a Freedom 
Now Party, 81 East 125th Street, South 207, New York, New York, 
but a mimeographed notation on the last page identified the 
San Francisco contact as "BROOKS, 1426 Fulton Street, San 
Francisco."

-HAROLD BROOKS in 1961 was Secretary cf 
the Negro American Labor Council (NALC) 
in San Francisco which indicated an 
interest in the civil rights fight in 
organized labor, in the effects of 
automation on the Negro worker, and in 
the development of an apprenticeship 
program for Negro youth. BROOKS is not 
known to have any history of CP activity

Although the CP refused to support JORDAN in his 
campaign for Mayor, the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) and its 
publication, "The Militant," supported JORDAN.

The official statement of JORDAN, reportedly prepared 
with the assistance of HARER, as published in "The Militant" on 
Seotember 30, 1963, page 8, column 3, declared as follows:

the Negro Revolution--Freedom Now. In 
the interests of all the people, I call 
For an end to dependence on the two old 
do-nothing parties; for a 30-hour week 
with 40-hour pay to create jobs for the 
unemployed, both black and white; child- 
care centers for working mothers; more 
aid for senior citizens; an end to 
discrimination and segregation in 
employment, union membershis, housing, 
and public facilities. End de facto 
segre gation in schools, and police 
mistreatment of minority people. Vote 
for Freedom Now," 


"The Militant" in the same article declared that JORDAN 
hed played a leading role in fights against police brutelity, 
school segregation and for integrated public housing. Also, that 
his particular concern had been with “egro youth and that he 
had headed a committee fight ting school dropouts and job 
discrimination. 


JORDAN reportedly went to Washington, D. C. on August 28, 
1963, and particivated in the March on Weshington and in the 
“ashington conference on the Freedom Now Panty which followed. 


The "San Francisco Examiner’ newspaper, a publicaticn 
of general circulaticn in the San Francisco area, on September 26, 
1963, published an article on SAM JORDAN in connection with a

set forth the following background data concerning JORDAN: 


JORDAN, the first Negro candidate for Mayor in San 
Francisco's history, was the 1948 Golden Gloves heavyweight 
champion. We is the owner of Sam's Personality Club, a 
"popular bistro" at 4004 Third Street, San Francisco. He also 
resides at that address because "I am not a rich man." JORDAN 
is known as "The Personality Kid," "Singing Sam," and "The 
Heavyweight Champion of Butchertown." 


JORDAN became "Singing Sam" during prizefight days when 
he sang The Star Svangled Banner in the center of the ring 
before the onset of hostilities, Now JORDAN sings the same song 
with his fervor sparked by The Freedom Now Party. 


JORDAN never declares party affiliation in registering 
to vote. 


JORDAN was born July 5, 1925, in Diboll, Texas, the 
son cf a farmer, He was raised in and attended grammar end 
high schools in Dallas, Texas. He came to San Francisco “on his 
own" on February 20, 1947. He sarved in the U. 8. Navy for 
“two years, two months, two weeks, ten hours, thirty minutes, 
and fifteen seconds."

O& October 22, 1063, CLAUDE LIGHIFOOT, a leading 
functionary of the Communist Party (CP) of Yilinois, advised 
that on October 19, 1963, he made a flying trip to Detroit 
and returned to Chicago on the same day. The purpose of 
LIGHTFOOT’s trip to Detroit was to talk to some Party comrades 
and some people im the Negro-American Labor Council in Detroit. 
He wished to warn them concerning the background of the origin 
of a local political organization similar to the Freedom Now 
Party which is being directed by a Negro by the name of CLAGG 
(phonetic), who was at ome time considered a Party sympathizer 
but who is not so considered any longer, LIGRT¥OOT was atteupt- 4 
ing to get the people to whom he talked to try to influence or 
head off the formation of this political organization. Accord- 
ing to LIGHTFOOT, the organization is a local one similar to the 
Freedom Now Party, although it may have another name, and it 
will be more nationalistic them the Freedom Now Party organized 
in Washington, BD. C. on August 28, 1963, by CONRAD LINN (phonetic) 
ang others. LIGHTFOOT stated that CLAGG wants an all Negro 
organization, LIGHIFOOT atated that he had been told by CLAGG 
that no white man is any good.
